ORGANIZE FOR FOURTH LIBERTY LOAN DRIVE | 
E.F. Albee Presides at Meeting 


of Theatrical Managers 


Efforts To Be Made To Ex- 
ceed the $65,000,000 
Obtained by Theaters in 
Last Loan Gampaign 


New York, Sept. 21.—At the call of 
Chairman FE. F. Albee, of the National 
Theatrice! Allied Interests Committee 
of the Liberty Loan, leaders of the va- 
rious branches of the amusement 
world and representatives of theatrical 
clubs met in his office in the Palace 
Theater Building Thursday to organize 
for the fourth bond drive, starting Sat- 
urday, September 28, with the purpose 
of exceeding the $65,000,000 in sales 
by the theaters of the United States in 
the last Liberty Loan Campaign. 


There were present Mare Klaw, 
Henry W. Savage, Sam H. Harris, 
George M. Cohan, A. Paul Keith, David 
Belasco, James K. Hackett, Reed A. 
Albee, Charles Burnham, Edgar Sel- 
wyn, Maurice Goodman, Martin Beck, 
William Fox, Marcus Loew, B. S. Moss 
and E. G. Lauder, Jr., representing 
the legitimate and vaudeville theaters; 
Sam Scribner, R. K. Hynicka and J. 
Herbert Mack, representing burlesque; 
Adolph Zukor, William A. Brady, Jos. 
M. Schenck, J. T. Brulatour and Peter 
Schafer, representing motion pictures: 
Edwin Arden, the Lambs’ Club; Ed- 
wards Davis, the Greenroom Club; 
Ralph Trier, the Friars; Rachel 
Crothers, the Stage Women’s War Re- 
lief. Jacques Weinberger and F. T. 
Armstrong represented the Liberty 
Loan Committee and Governor Ben- 
jamin Strong the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York. 

Mr. Albee spoke in the highest 
praise of the way the theater men had 
worked together in the last drive, and 
expressed the belief that the coming 
drive would see the entire profession 
a unit in the tremendous three weeks’ 
campaign, and that, profiting by the 
experience of the last drive, the results 
from the theaters would far exceed 
the enormous total of the third loan, 
which reached $33,653,150 in New 
York alone. 

The managers were all in enthusias- 
tic accord with Mr. Albee. and upon 
the motion of Mare Klaw it was voted 
to continue the organization of the 
last drive thruout the next, and that 
Chairman Albee be empowered to re- 
appoint the committee which did such 
wonderful work last spring The 
unanimous opinion was that the 
conduct of the third drive should be 
the pattern for the fourth. The third 
drive put the theater definitely into 


the ranks of big business, the sales 
being third on the list of giant indus- 
tries, and the showmen gathered yes- 
terday pledged themselvés to leave 
nothing undone to make the Fourth 
Liberty Loan a gigantic succesg in the 
New York theaters and thruout the 
nation wherever their interests ex- 
tend. 

The headquarters of the Theatrical 
Allied Interests Committee will be in 
the Longacre Building. There will be 
a speakers and entertainment bureau, 
literary and press department with full 
supplies of printed matter and posters, 
expert financial and banking bureau, 
offices of the Stage Women’s War Re- 
lief, and a department for supplying 
bond salesmen and saleswomen wher- 
ever needed.

WAR EXHIBITS 


Will Be Feature at National Motion Picture Exposi- 
tion, Madison Square Garden, New York, 
October 5th to 15th 


New York, Sept. 23.—Every form of 
war industry in which the Government 
is engaged will be shown and exhibited 
at the National Motion Picture Exposi- 
tion to be held in Madison Square Gar- 
den October 5 to 13, inclusive. 

The latest Governmental department 
to requisition space at the war service 
exposition of the motion picture indus- 
try is the United States Government 
Employment Service of the Depart- 
ment of Labor. 

The object of the exhibition of this 
department will be to visualize for the 
people in New York the vast variety of 
the war work upon which the Govern- 
ment is engaged, and in doing so call 
their attention to the urgent need for 
mechanics and laborers of every kind 
to engage in an essential war industry 

They are planning one of the most 
comprehensive, interesting and_in- 
structive exhibits that could possibly 
be imagined. It is planned to show 
miniature ships actually in the course 
of construction. Miniature ways and 
shipyards will be built in Madison 
Square Garden and workmen will actu- 


ally build ships before the eyes of the 
public. 

Skilled mechanics from various 
aeroplane factories will also construct 
miniature aeroplanes, showing all of 
the types that are being used by the 
Government in winning the war, from 
the giant bombing planes to the fast 
and speedy combat machines.

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PANTAGES PROTESTS 
Against Wording of Theater Tax Bill 


Los Angeles, Sept. 20.—A protest against the 
wording of the theater tax bill before Congress 
bas been wired to Washington by Alexander 
Pantages, who asked that the language be 
changed so that the same result would be ob- 
tained, but at the same time make conditions 
easier for the theater owners, 

The bill calls for a tax of 2 cents on each 
10-cent admission or fraction thereof. Mr. 
Pantages suggested that this be changed to 
1 cent on each 5 cents of admission. 

“The result will be the same, for it will 
bring 20 cents on each dollar,” said Mr. Pan- 
tages. ‘“But many theaters have prices of 15, 
2% and 35 cents. This would require a 4-cent 
tax on a 15-cent admission, when it is not the 
purpose of the government to raise more than 
20 cents op each dollar.’’

BURLESQUE 
Ticket Speculation Pro and Con 


New York, Sept. 21.—The Billboard is in 
receipt of several requests for an opinion on 
ticket speculation as it pertains to burlesque, 
We approach the subject besitatingly, for it is 
beyoud the power of any one man to decide pro 
or con. 

As Editor of Burlesque we feel it is our 
duty to set ferth the facts as they appear to 
s. But who can qualify to say what the facts 
really are when they do not assume the same 
aspect at all shows or theaters? 

As an ex-manager of theatrical attractions 
we assume that we are right in accepting 
ticket speculation as a means to an end, pro- 
vided the end gives us our percentage of the 
increased price on sale of tickets. 

As a playgoer we are very apt to get peeved, 
if after deciding on a certain show we call 


c 


up the box office several days in advance and 
request the reservation of seats in the fourth 
row, to have the box office man say ‘“‘No seats 
in front of the tenth row,’’ and after receiving 
the same reply for three consecutive weeks we 
eall at the box office and are informed that the 
nine front rows are subscribed to by regular 
patrons for the entire season and that our only 
chance is to hang aronnd the night selected 
until the rise of the curtain, when perchance a 
season subscriber may have canceled his order 
and the front seats may then be had at regular 
rates at the box office, 

As a playgoer wise to the wars of theaters 
We naturally asstme that the season subscrib- 
ers who can and do cancel their order abont 


agencies, which return unsold tickets to the box 
office, which In turn places them on eale. 

This may or may not be good jndgment 
on the part of the house manager. He alone 
can decide. 

If we are right in assuming that the fore- 
going are really the facts it strikes us that 
there is room for improvement, for many a 
prospective patron will turn from the theater 
conducted along these lines and go to some 
other theater or form of entertainment, and 
a patron lost in this manner becomes a knocker, 
and a knock of this character is not a boost 
for the fature welfare of burlesque, 

Far be it from us to discredit the ticket 
agencies, for they are active selling agents 
which display their wares in an attractive man 
ner, and the prospective patron who values his 
time at over fifty cents an hour should not kick 
over the increase in price of tickets at the 
agencies, which save time, labor and money re- 
quired to go to the theater to secure desirable 
seats, 

However, we do contend that the man will'ng 
to do so shonld not be discriminated against, 
but get an even chance at the box office the 
same as Pullman tickets at a railroad station. 

The house manager, if a lire one, 


ean pro 
tect the interest of bis emplorers, the 


traveling 
companies and patrons by adopting the Pullman 
ticket sales plan. If not, why not? 

That independent ticket speculation is not 
the easy money graft it is supposed to be was 
demonstrated to our satisfaction on Thursday 
evening last as We stood in line with our 
money in hand, awaiting our turn to purchase 
front row seats at the Columb‘a after the rise 
of the curtain for the purpose of review. 
An independent speculator, partiy hidden be- 
bind a post, offered sixth row seats at fifty 
cents against the box office rate of one dollar, 
plus ten cents war tax. While we did not 
avail ourselves of his offer there were several 
in the line who did.—NELSE.

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When the States Government em 
irked im the theatrical business, setting «a 
edent that has attracted wide attention, no 
one—not even those most intimately connected 
with the movement—realized the farreaching in- 
floence it is destined to exert upon our national 
taste for things theatrical, Perhaps few even 
now grasp the full significance of the influences 
that are subtly at work and that must in- 
evitably react to the advantage of the theater 
ind its patrons, 

From the establishment of Liberty theaters 
at the military camps the activities of the War 
Department Committee on Training Camp <Activi- 
ties rapidly expanded until today many of the 
amps have their own companies of entertain- 
ers, and a corps of efficient dramatic directors 
is being rapidly recruited from among the lead- 
ing men of the theatrical profession. The ef- 
fects of this policy are already apparent, and 
will become more appar?nt as the systei is ex- 
tended. Latent talent among the boys in the 
service is being discovered and developed—tal- 
ents that probably would have lain dormant but 
for the opportunities for expression afforded by 
the newly imaugurated system. And these tal- 
ents are not only being put to good use now, 
but must be reckoned with after the war as 
well, for no one can doubt that the training 
these hundreds of thousands of soldiers are re- 
ceiving will have its effect upon the artistic 
taste of the public, 

Norman Hackett, speaking of his work as 
dramatic director of Camp Dix, said recently: 
“I find that the soldier audience is most critical. 
The performers who appear before it mnst be 
zood. The elightest break is the signal for a 
“call.” The boys won't stand for any vulgarity 
or suggestiveness. They have too much -“espect 
for the flag and for the cause that brings them 
together to admit of anything that is not clean 
and wholesome. There is a tremendeus demand 
for minstrel and vaudeville, and there is also 
a large element that wants classics; in fact 
every conceivable taste is represented.’’ 

Mr. Hackett pointed out the fact that the 
work not only gives the professional ap op- 
portunity to carry on his vocation, but also 
leads to the discovery of remarkable talent 
among the soldiers, 

The same story comes from France. Cor- 
respondents from the front write that amateur 
theatricals bave become epidemic among the 
American soldiers, and the American Expedition- 
ary Force is developing not only good soldiers, 
but excellent actors as well. Many young men 
who have nursed? a secret ambition to appear en 
the stage are now seeing their wish realized. Sev- 
efal plays written in the war zone have attained 
great popularity, and despite tremendous handi- 
caps the work done by entertainers near the 
front is described as wonderful. 

It is apparent that after the war an appre- 
ciable portion of the theatergoing public will 
be thoroly sophisticated and will demand a 
higher class of entertainment than has been the 
rale in the past. And what the public demands 
it is pretty sure to get.

The Sixteenth Annual Convention of Lyceum 
and Chautauqua people was one of the most in- 
tensely interesting gatherings ever held by the 
association.

New York, Sept. 21.—Since the heavy German 
compositions have been taboo in our American 
musical conservatories there 
tendency toward modern music, particularly of 
the French Prey to the war no 
musical program was complete without several 
Teutonic selections, heavy Wagnerian overtures 
or the lighter Strauss waltzes, particularly in 
evidence.

there is a difference in our thoughts and doings. We are conscious of ea personality. of 
2 radiant and quickening presence. that seems to display genuine concerp in our welfare. 
one 1 Whom We seem of valut, 50 that we become once more of value to ourselves. 

Often ‘tis said of an artist ther possess personality. Can one who ie al! things to 
all men mean much to a single soul? Yes, for if they truly leve their own kind before 
ther can deliver their message to @ multitude. they must first reach the heart of the 
individual. Feultless oratory, great beauty, exquisite qualities in sound of veice or tonch 

instrument, a prolific pen—these do not constitute personality. The character must 
permeate thru the expression of the ertist. however admirable im form that expression 
mar be. The greatest effort to be pleasing will topple over if the performer is self- 
conscious and not spontaneous, because selfish thonghts of his own success, his gliorr. 
his achievements, and not of the good he and his artistry might do those to whom his 
appeal is made, will be felt by his audience. 

Honestr of purpose—e ge of dealing, can win a lasting ettachment bout ir- 
sincerity and ertificiality, whi temporarily fascinating, will tear esunder sincere at- 
tachment. Sticklers for etique tte and conventionalities. the followers of ethically set rules 
are hopelessly uninteresting and void of generous impulses. They are wofully lacking 
in personality, and e personality making itself felt ardently, sincerely end lastingly in 
the lives of their fellow beings, soars too high among the realms of the better, greater 
things to be sullied by the spiteful, intriguing imnuendoes of the small. petty, rasping 
breed of mankind The nearness of such personalities emanates the radiance of noble- 
ness and its trend is uplifting. Persopality in an artist is ap asset which no monetary 
value cap counterbalance.
